Is effected by radiation, conduction aud 
convection. Nearly all dull and dark 
substances are good radiators, white 
bright, polished surfaces radiate badly. 
Some substances conduct heat more 
freely than others, sliver among tbe 
metals being tbe best conductor, and 
as a unit of measurement is taken at 
1,000. Compared with silver as a con- 
ductor, gold Is 981, copper 845, zinc 
641, tin 422, steel 397 aud wrought Iron 
430. ^Glasg, wood, gases, liquids acd 
resinous substances are bad conduct- 
ors. Water is such a poor conductor 
that If beat Is applied to the top it will 
boil at tbe top, while the bottom will 
remain 
cold. — Newcastle
